The Twentieth centu ry thank offer­ 
ing has a fix ed object in v iew, that of

THE SP EECH OF 
MRS. WILKINSON. 


Jesu s once said: “The k ingdom o 
heav en is lik e to a grain of mu stard 
seed, which a man took and sowed 
in his field; which indeed is the least 
of all seeds, bu t when it is grown It 
is the greatest among herbs and be- 
cometh a tree, so that the birds o 
the air come and lodge in the branches 
thereof.” 
It has seemed to me that ou r Wo­ 
man’s 
Foreign 
Missionary 
society 
bears sev eral mark ed resemblances to 
the “k ingdom of heav en,” as here de­ 
scribed by the Master. 
First, in the feebleness of its 
be­ 
ginning had any one, with this p ara­ 
ble in mind, look ed in. on that little 
company of eight women gathered in 
the committee room of the Tremont 
street chu rch, Boston, on that stormy 
23d of March, 186 9 , he wou ld certain­ 
ly hav e called it “a grain of mu stard 
seed, the least of all seeds. 
And if 
he had listened to their p roject 
of 
organizing an agency for the conv er­ 
sion of the millions 
of 
women 
of 
heathendom on the basis of “two cents 
a week and p ray er,” the figu re wou ld 
hav e grown in p ertinency and in force­ 
fu lness, if indeed he did 
not 
tu rn 
away in p ity —or contemp t—from this 
insignificant handfu l of fanatics or 
imbeciles. 
Conv ert the 
larger half 
of 
the 
heathen world on “two cents a week ,” 
by an organization which at that time 
cou nted a membership of eight, all 
told! 
Not a v ery large cap ital cer­ 
tainly u pon which to begin an enter 
p rise so v ast and beset with so many 
and great difficu lties. Ah, bu t there 
was “p ray er,” which they 
ev idently 
cou nted as a v ery large and v alu able 
asset. 
Pray er! 
Were not scientific 
men at that v ery time 
challenging 
the chu rch to a test of strength—or 
weak ness—of this 
boasted 
power? 
And y et there sat those women an 
grav ely talk ed and p lanned with a 
the confidence 
of 
assu red su ccess. 
And y et, look ed at from the hu man 
standp oint, the best that cou ld 
be 
said of the whole enterp rise was “ It 
is the least of all seeds." 


Bu t this su ggests the second point 
of resemblance between ou r society 
and the “k ingdom of heav en”—if 
it 
was small and u np romising 
as 
“a 
grain of mu stard seed,” nev ertheless 
it wa| a “seed.” Not “a grain of sand,” 
inanimate and inert 
matter, bu t “a 
grain of m u stard, set'd,” matter en­ 
dowed with that strange and inscru ta­ 
ble, bu t none the less real and poten- 
I tial p rincip le which we 
call “life,” 
1 which imp arts to matter the p rop erty 
and power of growth and self-propa­ 
gation. 
These eight women of u nq u enchable 
lov e and indomitable will called anoth­ 
er meeting for the following 
week , 
and with only a few more in attend­ 
ance after the widest annou ncement, 
' the record states, “a carefu lly p rep ar­ 
ed constitu tion was adop ted, and the 
enterp rise was du ly lau nched. Little 
by little, bu t steadily , this new-born, 
bu t feeble offspring of Christly lov e 
grew, u ntil in less 
than six week s 
thereafter the secretaries of the p ar­ 
ent board. Dr. Du rbin and Dr. (after­ 
wards Bishop) Harris, hastened down 
to Boston, I p resu me to see whether 
It “was worth raising,” or p erhap s to 
see whether there was not some mis­ 
chief brewing, as there were sev eral 
women in it. Bu t “after fu ll and can­ 
did discu ssion,” the record say s, “ev ­ 
ery thing was settled for cordial and 
harmoniou s work ing and relation with 
the p arent society .’- That is to say , 
these godly rep resentativ es 
of 
ou r 
chu rch missionary interests, seeing 
that it was indeed “a p rop er child,” 
lik e Egy p t’s q u eenly dau ghter of old, 
graciou sly adop ted it. with the spe­ 
cific prov ision, howev er, that it shou ld 
“do the work and board itself,” and 
at the same time leav e the adminis 
tration of Its affairs to the p arent 
board at home and to the missionary 
au thorities abroad. 
Bu t it was only a few months u ntil 
this stu rdy infant fou nd a v oice and 
feet and a mission entirely ou t of har 
mony with the swaddling bands and 
long clothes in which its fond and pru 
dent foster p arents had array ed it. 
It fou nd Boston to be too small to 
hold it, and in a v ery few week s after 
its birth it commenced its walk ov er 
New England hills 
and 
Allegheny 
mou ntains on its way to the broad 
p rairies of the west. It stopped down 
herein St. Clalrsv llle long enou gh for 
y ou r own Miss T^obu m to form its 
sev enth au x iliary before she shou ld 
set sail as its first missionary . Then 
its pu shed rap idly on into Michigan 
and Illinois and Missou ri, u ntil when 
only nine months old it fou nd it had so 
u tterly ou tgrown its first clothes that 
it needed an entirely new su it—that 
Is, constitu tion—better, su ited to 
its 
size and work . 
A word in conclu sion: 
We hav e 
in the p ast made mu ch of the mu s­ 
tard seed mottoes and means and mea 
su res and methods, of “two cents a 
week ’ and mite box and thank offer­ 
ing. And we hav e not made too mu ch 
of them, for they 
hgv e 
made 
as 
mu ch of u s—all that we are as a so­ 
ciety ; bu t I hav e come to think that 
p erhap s we hav e allowed them to 
edu cate u s into littleness. 
Let u s not desp ise the mites, for 
tru ly they may be mighty , bu t rather 
let 
u s adop t the motto of "Neither 
will I offer u nto the Lord my 
God 
of that which cost me nothing. 
After Mrs. Wilk inson had finished 
her address Dr. Donahu e made an elo­ 
q u ent ap p eal in fav or of the Twentieth 
centu ry thank offering. 
She made a 
clear ex p lanation of the object of the 
thank offering and stated that Bast 
Liv erp ool’s share of that offering was 
not less than $300. Before she had 
finished the amou nt had been raised.

MRS. WILKINSON. 


THE ADDRESS OF 
DR. 0. W. HOLMES. 


The speaker paid a tribute to the 
Woman's Foreign Missionary society, 
saying it had been his experience that 
when there was anything to be done 
they were the first to be called upon, 
and when they had a work to do they 
did It well. And when there was any­ 
thing to be given they were the first 
to respond. 
There were one or two facts which 
demanded consideration. We all have 
admiration for 
great 
things, 
and 
scarcely any one lives who has not 
an object in view. 
The question is how shall we build 
a monument to show our gratitude to 
God? 
We have started this 
monu- 
rnent and we have named 
It 
the 
Twentieth century thankoffering, 
to 
celebrate 
the passing century 
and 
the birth of the 
new one. 
When It 
was finished Its fruits would be felt 
everywhere, and 
God 
only 
knows 
where the end shall be. 
The Twentieth century thank offer­ 
ing has a fixed object in view, that o f 
raising $20,000; and that it would be 
a c c o m p l is h e d was an 
assured fact. 
Some self-sacrifice was necessary, but 
we should remember that the entire 
life of Christ was made up of that 
quality. 
If we would he like Christ 
we should do as Christ did. 
. 
God didn’t care for our 
worldly 
goods. 
It Is a m atter of no 
conse­ 
quence to Him whether we are rich 


Jesus once said: “The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took and sowed 
in his field; which indeed is the least 
of all seeds, but when it is grown it 
is the greatest among herbs and be­ 
cometh a tree, so that the birds of 
the air come and lodge in the branches 
thereof.” 
It has seemed to me that our Wo­ 
man’s 
Foreign 
Missionary 
society 
bears several marked resemblances to 
the “kingdom of heaven,” as here de­ 
scribed by the Master. 
First, in the feebleness of its 
be­ 
ginning had any one, with this para­ 
ble in mind, looked in on that little 
company of eight women gathered in 
the committee room of the Tremont 
street church, Boston, on that stoim y 
23d of March, 1869, he would certain­ 
ly have called it “a grain of mustard 
seed, the least of all seeds.” And if 
he had listened to their project 
of 
organizing an agency for the conver­ 
sion of the millions 
of 
women 
of 
heathendom on the basis of “two cents 
a week and prayer,” the figure would 
have grown in pertinency and in force­ 
fulness, if indeed he did 
not 
turn 
away in pity—or contempt 
from tills 
insignificant handful of fanatics—or 
imbeciles. 
Convert the 
larger half 
of 
the 
heathen world on “two cents a week, 
by an organization which at that time 
counted a membership of eight, all 
told! 
Not a very large capital cer­ 
tainly upon which to begin an enter­ 
prise so vast and beset with so many 
and great 
difficulties. 
Ah, but there 
was “prayer,” which they 
evidently 
counted as a very large and valuable 
asset. 
Prayer! 
Were not scientific 
men at that 
very time 
challenging 
the church to a test of strength—or 
weakness—of 
this 
boasted 
power? 
And yet there sat those women and 
gravely talked and planned with all 
the confidence 
of 
assured success. 
And yet, looked at from the human 
standpoint, the best that could 
be 
said of the whole enterprise was “It 
is the least of all seeds.” 


enterprise was duly launched. 
Little 
by little, but steadily, this new-born, 
but feeble offspring of Christly love 
grew, until In less 
than 
six weeks 
thereafter the secretaries of the par­ 
ent board, Dr. Durbin and Dr. (after­ 
wards Bishop) H arris, hastened down 
to Boston, I presume to see whether 
it “was worth raising,” or perhaps to 
see whether there was not some mis­ 
chief brewing, as there were several 
women in It. But “after full and can­ 
did discussion,” the record says, “ev­ 
erything was settled for cordial and 
harmonious working and relation with 
the parent society.”- That is to say, 
these godly representatives 
of 
our 
church missionary 
interests, 
seeing 
that it was indeed “a proper child,” 
like Egypt’s queenly daughter of old, 
graciously adopted it, with the spe­ 
cific provision, however, that it should 
“do the work and board itself,” and 
at the same time leave the adminis­ 
tration of Its affairs 
to 
the 
parent 
board at home and to the missionary 
authorities abroad. 
But it was only a few months until 
this sturdy infant 
found a voice and 
feet and a mission entirely out of har­ 
mony with the swaddling bands aud 
long clothes in which its fond and pru­ 
dent foster parents had arrayed it. 
It found Boston to be too small to 
hold it, and in a very few weeks after 
Its birth it commenced its walk over 
New England hills 
and 
Allegheny 
mountains on its way to the broad 
prairies of the west. It stopped down 
here In St. Clairsville long enough for 
your own Miss Thobum to form its 
seventh auxiliary before she should 
set sail as its first missionary. Then 
its pushed rapidly on into Michigan 
and Illinois and Missouri, until when 
only nine months old It found it had so 
utterly outgrown Its first clothes that 
it needed an entirely new suit—that 
Is, constitution—better, suited to 
its 
size and work. 
A word in conclusion: 
We have 
in the past made much of the mus­ 
tard seed mottoes and means and mea­ 
sures and methods, of “two cents a 
week’ and mite box and thank offer­ 
ing. And we have not made too much 
of them. for they 
have 
made 
as 
much of us—all that we are as a so­ 
ciety; but I have come to think that 
perhaps we have 
allowed them to 
educate us into littleness. 
Let us not despise the mites, for 
truly they may be mighty, but rather 
let 
us adopt the motto of “Neither 
will I offer unto the Lord my 
God 
of th at which cost me nothing.” 
After Mrs. W ilkinson had finished 
her address Dr. Donahue made an elo­ 
quent appeal In favor of the Twentieth 
century thank offering. 
She made a 
clear explanation of the object of the 
thank offering and stated that East 
Liverpool’s share of that offering was 
not less than $300.

If 
our 
Democratic 
friends are great on bulk, they will 
prefer to save and gloat over the sil­ 
ver dollars. 
A 
twenty 
dollar gold 
piece will not make the same great 
showing as twenty cartwheels in sil­ 
ver; but the single gold piece possess­ 
es the same purchasing power as the 
many silver pieces, under existing cir­ 
cumstances, under 
Republican 
rule. 
But change the form of government 
and 
currency 
basis; 
and, 
presto, 
change—oh, my countrymen, what a 
transformation. Come with me to the 
border line of Mexico. On the Amer­ 
ican side, or United States side, you 
hand a United States silver dollar to 
the merchant and you get your goods 
for a specified sum. purchasing under 
a government controlled by a gold ba­ 
sis. 
Step over the line and buy iden­ 
tically the same goods, and hand your 
dealer a Mexican silver 
dollar, pur­ 
chasing now under a government con­ 
trolled on a silver basis, and you pay 
just about double that which you did 
with the American silver dollar in 
your own native land.

come 
back into the United States. 
Elect 
Bryan, grant the unlimited coinage of 
silver, flood the country with the big 
silver dollars, give the silver kings and 
the silver mine owners full and free 
swing with the 
white metal; 
and 
then, when you want a twenty dollar 
gold piece, march up to the bank like 
a little man and pay down forty silver 
cartwheels for the yellow coin. 
The 
silver mine owner can afford to do 
so, for he possesses unlimited quanti­ 
ties of the white metal, and will make 
himself safe and solid by transforming) 
it into yellow metal. But what of thei 
fate of the mechanics and workingman, 
who toils day by day at a stated price, 
and that a low one, and who is forced 
to purchase his living at figures such 
as control In Mexico? In the name of 
an enlightened common sense, 
how' 
can an American workingman cast his 
ballot for William Jennings 
Bryan, 
the apostle and advocate of free silver 
and the tool of the silver trust, the 
greatest and most heartless trust in 
existence.
